Those of our readers living at a dis- 
tance will piissihly think we are de 
vcting too much space to the (luestion 
of hemp-raising, but if they knew the 
interest taken in the question by the 
farmers of Central Kentucky, the im- 
portance it is to the farming interest s 
of oor section tber will readily agree 
that there is no matter we can publish 
that Is of more value tn the farmer 
Local farmers have had a pretty hard 
row to hoe in recent years, and all oc 
casioned by the labor probh-m. Now 
I hat they eiM have the hemp crop 
handled almost entirely by machinery 
there is cause for much rejoicing 
among the land owners in this .section. 
Last Sunday's Courier Journal pul)l ish 
ed several illustrations of the hemp 
industry, and we believe the question 
has attracted so much attention tiiat 
tlie entire article published in tliat 
progressive, able and up to date paper 
will lie appreciated by the readers of 
the Central llic ird. The entire arti 
cle in the Courier Jouriuil is as foilow>: 

The cultivation of hem|) has for 
many years t»een a very important 
matter with the Kentucky farmer, 
but there is more interest manifested 
at pmaent than for some time. There 
are several reasons for this, the princi- 
pal one being the assured fact that 
machinery has beon invented wliereliy 
llie hemp can be broken and cleaned, 
and the equally important fact that, 
when a farmer plants a crop of the 
valuable product he has perfect as- 
surance that he will be able to gel the 
hemp prepared for market. 

All farmers are painfully aware of 
the scarcity of labor, and know the 
annoyance experienced in securing 
liands to do even the lightest of farm 
work. Hemp breaking is the hardest 
woric on the farm. Itrequiresstrengtli 
and indefatigable endurance. The 
dust from the hemp gets into the 
breakers throat and lungs, and the 
weather is frei|Uenlly damp and coin, 
making the entire process .so disagree 
able that a man will not follow this 
pursuit If he can maite a living at 
other work. 

Before tlie civil war, when the 
health of the Negro was almost pi r. 
feet, when bis physical condition was 
watched by his owner with the same 
care that the Kentuckian watches the 
welfare of a good hor.se, the race was 
in far belter condition than today, 
and it was an easy matter to lind a 
Negro man wiio could do as much 
work in a day as can be lioiie by two of 
the present generation and feel none 
Uie worse. That the physical condi- 
tion of the colored people has greatly 
deteriorated, is evidenced by the fact 
that they can not do half as much 
work as their ancestors. Some people 
.seem to think the inveniion of hemp- 
breaking machinery will work a hard- 
ship on the colored man, but it is(iuite 
th» reverse. Recenlly-invented ma- 
chinery does away with the hardest, 
most slavish part of handling the crop, 
and as it assures the farmer that he can 
get his crop on the market, as a mat- 
ter of coarse more hemp will be raised. 
This means that much more farm 
work must be done, and with this in- 
crease in labor of a character mucli 
easier and which pays as well, it is 
easy to see wherein the colored man 
will be greatly benefitted, as he will 
have more work, much more pleasant 
work and labor bringing him as much 
money as that re(iuiring him to work 
like a galley-slave. So the laborer 
should rejoice with the farmer that 
the invention now attracting so much 
attention has been put into Uie field. 

While hemp has been one of Ken- 
tucky's chief prodoeta for many years, 
yet few people have thonght of the im- 
portance of the crop. Its production 
dales back to tlie earliest settlement 
of the State. One authority says Na 
than Burrows, who came to Lexington 
in 17!i2, introduced the manufacture 
of hemp in IT'.Mi, but it was grown in 
Kentucky prior to that dale. Ken- 
tucky was the tirst State In the Union 
to produce hemp, just as she was the 
pioneer In flax growing, the breeding 
of Durham cattle and many other pur- 
suits. 

The flax industry was introduceJ by 
immigrants from Ireland and in early 
times a great deal of Unen clothing 

was made in Kentucky. 

Flax-growing was discontinued in 
Kentucky after the invention of the 
cotton gin, but Ihe hemp in lustry was 
enlarged, it proving a more remunera- 
tivecrop. Cotton-raisers were compell- 
ed to oie hemp wrapping and ropes to 
prepare thefar crops for market, and 
this oaosed a great demand for hemp. 
The old fasbiooed **rope-walks" (the 
name given the place where hemp was 
made into ropes oy men stretching 
the fibre and walking from end t) end 
weaving tlie fibre into a rope) and 
bagging factories were located .n Lex- 
ington, Frankfort, Lancaster and 
other Kentucky towns, and gave 
employment to many handa. During 
the years 1845 to 1880, Kentucky pro- 
duced 37,000 tons of hemp annually. 

TheCi vil War cut quite a figure with 
hemp in Kentucky, as the devastation 
of the cotton crops in the South stop- 
ped demand for the hemp rope and 
bagging, and the production naturally 



(liiiiinished. I'"arni'rs cotitinued to 
cultivate it, however, and ttiuse who 
had large quantities on band at the 
close of the war, were made rich by 
the enormous prices paid. This caus- 
ed a large production during th^ next 
year or so, but hemp growing again de- 
creased by reason of the importation 
i f jute, a weak inferior fibre, grown 
in India and other b ilclimates. whieli 
b^ing almost free Irum duty, caused a 
great decline in pi ices on hemp. I 'p 
I u this time, there was a great demand 
fur hemp, Iwwever, as it was used to 
make ropes for all kinds of hoisting 
machinery, rigging on ships and many 
other articles, but the invention of 
the wire rope gave hemp another 
severe blow, and the production again 
declined. Then came ihe twine bind- 
er, w liii li I'aus. il aiiothi-r leap forward 
in Ihe amounl of hemp produced It 
was SDon founa that, this could be 
made of sLsal and jute, and the hemp 
producer again became inke-warm. 
The present value of binder twine 
alone annually consumed In the Unit- 
ed SUtes Is about 835.000,000. 

Many of the largest factories have 
been compelled to seek other material 
for the reason that the supply of hemp 
was by no means assured; they would 
not make arrangements to manufac- 
ture Koods of hi ui;.) for the rea.son 
that the supply would more than like 
ly fall short and they would be •'left 
with the bag to hold." as an old .say- 
ing puis it. 

In tlie meantime, many other u.ses 
have been found fur hemp, and noth- 
ing has ever been discovered that will 
give as great satisfaction for the be- 
fore-named purposes, other material 
being used only because hemp fiber 
could not be supplied in sufficient 
(luantities, liand labor and lack of la- 
bor keepiiig the supply loo uncertain. 
There is always a demand for Ken 
tucky hemp and mills, cordage facto- 
ries and other industries are ever un 
Ihe alert for it. 

Hemp breaking c insists of separat- 
ing the tiberfrom the stalk or "hurd," 
as the negro calls it. It is done alto 
gether by negroes, with clumsy, wood- 
en brakes, consisting of a frame witli 
three stationary wooden blades and 
two smaller blades working on a pivot 
or binge. The same method prevails 
in every hemp producing country. 
This work generally commences in 
Januaiy. The average hand can break 
and clean aboulone hundred and twen 
ty-tive fiounds. In olden times, a ne- 
gro could break an average of two 
hundred and lifty pounds. 

Hemp has an an erect stem, more or 
less branch, and the leaves are tive- 
tingered. It bears yellowish-green 
blooms. Hemp stalks are hollow or 
only tilled with a soft pith, which is 
surrounded by a tender, brittle sub- 
stance, consisting chiefly of cellular 
tissue, with some woody-fiber, called 
shove or "hemp-liurds." On the out- 
side is the thin bark, composed prin- 
cipally of libers, extending in a parallel 
direction along the stalk, w ith an out- 
er membrane or cuticle. 

The plant probalily orignatcd in 
.\sia. I'ri'in Herodotus and other 
writers we lind that the ancients 
made hempen garments as line as 
those made of flax. Finer linens are 
found on the oldest niuniies than are 
now made in any country. Many of 
our (Mer citizens rememlier how the 
Megro slaves' clothing was made from 
hemp flber, the men's clothing con- 
sisting of shirt and pants, while that 
of the women was made in one piece, 
or dress, which came a lillle below the 
knees and was lied about the waist 
with a belt. 

The Cniled Stales (loverumenl has 
issued .several compilations on the pro 
duclion of fiber. The fiber from Max, 
ramie and hemp plants produce cer 
tain fabrics far superior to those from 
cotton, and the disfriaoement of the 
fabrics made from these fibers by cot- 
ton has been of comparatively recent 
date, and only since the introduciion 
of labor-saving machinery, notably 
the cotton-gin. 

The very best land is required to 
grow hemp. Virgin soil sown to hemp 
can be followed by the same crop for 
many years, as only about l.'i per cent 
of its substance is taken from the soil 
and '<."i per cent from the atmosphere. 
This makes it more desirable than any 
other crop. It is sown by drills, or 
sometimes "broadcast," the same as 
wheat. About one bushel of seed is 
used to the acre, and It requires no 
culttva^kto. It eoata leas to raise an 
acre of hemp than an acre of cotton, 
and the hemp produces (m an average 
about four limes as much fiber. It ma- 
tures in three months, and when dark 
gray seed can he found in the head, it 
is ready to cut. In some places it 
grows to a heighth of tifleen feel, but 
the average crop is about seven to nine 
feet. It is cur. close to the ground 
with a scythe, hook or machine and is 
spread thinly on the ground. It re- 
quires eare to keep It from tangling. 
It lies on the groond antll the leaves 
wilt, and la then taken op and shock- 
ed. 

In November it is again spread on 
the ground, the rains and freezes rot- 
ting the stalks and loosening the lint 
so that it can be easily removed. 
When surticiently rolled it is again 
taken up and placed in small cone- 
shaped stacks, these flacks re.sembling 
an Indian village or camp. While all 
this work U hard, yet the main labor 
comes in breaking the hemp. This 
work is so bard that men will not do 
it if they can tind other employment. 
The farmers, rather than take chances 
on being forced to lei their crops de- 
cay in the field have planted other 



crops, knowing they would not gel im 
much in return, but being afraid of 
losing their time, work and motey 
spent in raising hemp. Now that this 
obstacle has been removed and a ma- 
chine proved beyond the peradven- 
*jire of a doubt that it will break and 
clean the hemp far belter tlian can lie 
done by h iml, a revival nf the iiemp 
produeiidii ill KeliU<.k\. it is elailiied. 
will come anil many dollars will lie put 
inlu the Duckets i t fanners who are 
now making a hand-to mouth livii g 
simply because tiwy cannot get iiands 
to prepare their best-paying crops for 
I he market. 

The value of raw fiber now import- 
ed into the t'nited States amounts to 
fr.im forty to lifty millionsof dollars 
annually, and of manufactured good.s, 
hundred millions of doliai.s. The duty 
on manufactured goods is about 4i» pt r 
cent, while that on raw fiber is com- 
paratively nothing. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for our Kentucky statesmen to 
greatly benefit their country by put- 
ting raw fiber on the high tariff list. 

For a numlier of years two brother.s, 
.Messrs W A and A M Shely. formerly 
of Lexington, Ky,. but now of Chica- 
go, have been working on the hemp- 
breaking machine outlimd by their 
ancestors, bo it may be seen that tli.' 
! new method is not the work oi a day. 
j Tliey till ally completed the machine 
I and sent out fur all kinds of hemp to 
make the test in tlie factory where ii 
was built. This proved so succe.ssful 
that a company was foimed, of which 
James E Keith, of Cliicago, is presi- 
dent, and who is now here wiiu Hie 
maclinie in operaiion near Lancaster. 
Garrard iieing tlie iargtst hemp pro 
ducing cuuniy in the State, H. A. i: 
Marksuuiy & Sou induced the cou.- 
pany to bring the machine here, ami 
itbaspruved beyond any duubi that 
it will do all the invenloi.s anticpatnl. 

In previous alteinpts at linaking 
hemp oy m leiiinery. ihe staUs bavr 
been started into tlie machine endwi>e 
atid, as a matter of course, the tiber 
liecame tangled, clogging the ma 
chiuery. in this machine it is • fed " 
sidewise or Utterly, and is broken 
from both ends toward the center sim 
ultaneously, and is also scutched b\ 
the same revolving biaking bars. The 
liiier comes out perfectly clean and 
free troin t.iiigle. entirely aud atso- 
luiely unin jured by the Cleaning. 

Tlie machine is driven by an ordi- 
nary traction engine, which hauls it 
about the field or country as easily as { 
the common thresher is moved. At' 
present the machine is doing the work \ 
of one hundred men per day, but the ! 
spc. d can he iiicreas.;(l. 1 1 is made en | 
tirelyol steel, and is so simple thai ■ 
an ordinary machinist can operate it. 

A steady, certain supply of hemp 
lib. r being a.vsured, wecan look for the 
e.stablishment of manufacturies in 
the South to make linen cloth of 
which there is none now in the I niti d 
States excepting one or two making 
coarse toweling It is not necess.irv 
\nu(< into details (if what a henelit 
tins will be, not only to Kentucky, 
but tot he entire Country. Instead of 
driving labor away it will attract it 
where the hemp is grown.
